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How Labor Can Use 
Employment Service

X 
G erm an - Am erican 
m achinist 
came to one of the offices of the 
United S tates employment service re­ 
cently and said: “Maybe you can't 
<'et me a job right aw ay, but the 
governm ent would like lo know th a t 
I w as out of work, I thought. 
If 
men out of jobs don’t register, the 
governm ent don’t know how many of 
us have got no work, and bow can 
they do som ething pbout it?” 
In Germ any, England and in other 
European countries w here system s of 
unem ploym ent insurance are in oper­ 
ation, 
h m an or woman autom atic­ 
ally 
registers 
at 
a public 
employ­ 
m ent office as soon as be or she is 
out of work. 
They have to do so 
in order 
to claim th eir uuemploy- 
m ent-insuranee benefits. 
Between July I, 1933, and Septem­ 
ber 
SO, 
1934, 
13.079,000 
men 
and 
women in this country came, as did 
the G erm an m achinist, to file their 
applications for employment 
at 
of­ 
fices of the United S tates employ­ 
m ent service. 
These applicants w ere 
men and 
women 
from 
all 
occu|>a- 
tions—skilled and unskilled, commer­ 
cial and professional, dom estic ser­ 
vants,' farm laborer*. 
O rganized and 
unorganized w orkers have made use 
of the em ploym ent service. 
During 
thOvse 15 m onths, 7,835,000 jobs were 
secured for unemployed workers by 
the employment service. 
T he 
fact, 
however, 
th at 
thirteen 
and one-half million men and women 
applied to public employment offices 
during 
this 
period 
does 
not 
mean 
th a t there is, in the United States 
an incentive for all unemployed to 
register a t 
the employment 
service 
com parable to thut prevailing under 
the unemploym ent insurance schemes 
of European countries. 
Only during 
the period of registration for C. VY. 
A. jobs la st w inter was there an ap­ 
proach 
t*o 
universal 
registration* in 
this country. 
Hut we do now have 
a m ore com plete register of the un­ 
employed than has ever been availa­ 
ble before. 
A fter registration, one more thing 
is required in order th at a w orker 
m ay obtain the advantages o f this 
free employment service. 
cli 
m ust 
keep his application active. 
T h at is. 
he m ust let the employment office 
know at periodic intervals th at 
he 
still 
w ants 
assistance 
in 
finding 
w ork. 
Ile can do this by calling at 
the office each m onth. 
If is neces­ 
sary 
th a t 
employment 
applications 
Is* kept active in order that employ­ 
m ent offices may 
fill 
requests 
tor 
Y orkers 
promptly. 
lf an employer 
calls for a carpenter, he w ants one 
today, not next week. 
The employ­ 
m ent office has to know which of 
the registered carpenters are avail­ 
able, who are still actually looking 
for jobs. 
Tile business of the United States 
em ploym ent service is to help w ork­ 
ers find jobs. 
In order to perform 
these functions effectively, we deem 
it highly im portant tf> 
the best 
qualified 
worker for every opening 
which 
an 
employer calls 
iqs rn 
the 
service to fill. 
This is the sole basis 
on 
w hich w-c offer our service to 
em ployers. 
In 
filling 
their 
vacant 
jobs through the United States em ­ 
ploym ent service, the em ployers are 
not only perform ing a useful public 
function— they 
are 
also 
certain 
to 
get 
men and 
women 
w orkers 
who 
ore best qualified for the jobs of­ 
fered. 
B ut m any a 
workm an has s a id : 
“W hy put in my application at the 
em ptovm ent 
office? 
They 
haven’t 
enough jobs to go around." 
T h at is 
tru e a t the present time. 
T here are 
so t enough job* to go around, and 
the em ploym ent service cannot m ake 
jobs • 
It can, however, help to speed 
up the process of finding jobs. 
In 
recom m ending com petent men for pm 
aition*, the em ploym ent service can 
and does curtail the tim e silent in 
job seeking. 
W e have alsm t SO© employment of­ 
fices located throughout the country, 
tlfese, 168 are perm anent offices 
state employment services which 
affiliated with the United States 
uoyment 
service 
and 
which 
re­ 
ceive federal aid. 
T he others 
are 
emergency offices of the national re­ 
d ip Joy m eat service. 
C learance of 
inform ation 
between 
these 
w ide-spread 
offices 
m akes 
it 
gillie 
fur 
the 
unemployed 
m iner 
W est Virginia to find oilier work 
which he ean do in an entirely dif­ 
ferent occupation and perhaps in a 
distant city. 
it can help the w ork­ 
m an who bas been perm anently dis­ 
placed from his job by Ila* introduc­ 
tion of m achinery, to find employ­ 
ment in some other industry which 
can use his previously acquired skill. 
W hen we have complete registra­ 
tion, the data available will lie m ost 
useful to the governm ent in finding 
solutions for the ploblem of unem ­ 
ployment.
